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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . This Office action is responsive to the amendment dated July 18, 2005. Claims 1 and 6 
were amended. Claims 1-12 are pending. 

2. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found 
in a prior Office action. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

3. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

4. Claims 1-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant 
art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed 
invention. The specification fails to set forth or define a surface of the desiccating member that 
is "directly and closely" facing the organic EL laminated body. The claim language "directly 
and closely" is considered to be new matter. 

5. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

6. Claims 1-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 
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The term "closely" in claims 1 and 6 is a relative term which renders the claim indefinite. 
The term "closely" is not defined by the claim, the specification does not provide a standard for 
ascertaining the requisite degree, and one of ordinary skill in the art would not be reasonably 
apprised of the scope of the invention. 

The term "directly" in claims 1 and 6 is a relative term which renders the claim indefinite. 
The term "directly" is not defined by the claim, the specification does not provide a standard for 
ascertaining the requisite degree, and one of ordinary skill in the art would not be reasonably 
apprised of the scope of the invention. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

7. Claims 1-4 and 6 are again rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Rogers (US 6,081,071). Rogers discloses a protective structure for covering an organic EL 
device (see Figures and col. 2, lines 57-66). Rogers discloses desiccating members (31) and 
(30), which are concave shaped (see col. 3, lines 4-51 and Figure 1). The final product with 
desiccant layers are deemed to be the same as a final product with a desiccant body that has been 
molded. Since the desiccant layer (31) may be a continuous ring, it is considered to have 
multiple concave portions per instant claim 3. Since the hygroscopic body is attached to the 
inner surface of the cover, the cover is considered to have an attachment section for receiving the 
hygroscopic layer where the hygroscopic layer is attached to the cover per instant claim 4. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

8. Claims 5 and 7-12 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. The closest prior art is considered to be Rogers (US

6,081,071), which is discussed herein. Rogers fails to teach or to render obvious a drop 
prevention sheet as required or the method of forming a molded concave hygroscopic body as 
required. 

Response to Arguments 

9. Applicant's arguments filed July 18, 2005 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Applicant argues Rogers does not teach a desiccating member on the central area of the 
cover. The examiner submits that Rogers does teach desiccating members on the central 
portion. The claims do not specify that the "central-portion" is in the exact center of the cover. 
The Rogers desiccating members are not at the edge of the cover or on the opposite side of the 
cover and accordingly, are deemed to be located in a "central portion". 

Applicant further argues the Rogers desiccating members do not have any concave 
portions directly and closely facing the EL device. As stated previously, the terms "directly and 
closely" are considered new matter and are considered to be relative terms. The Rogers 
desiccating members (30, 31) face downward from the top cover whereas the EL member sits on 
the bottom substrate. The concave portion of the desiccating member, therefore, is deemed to 
"face" the EL member.
